ARRL Responds to FCC Request for Comments on 
Impediments to Amateur Radio Communications 


On Wednesday, May 16, 2012, the ARRL filed comments in response to the FCC's Public Notice seeking 
comments on Emergency Communications by Amateur Radio and impediments to Amateur Radio 
communications. Known as Docket 12-91, the Commission is soliciting comments from the public as it 
writes the report they were directed to present to Congress as part of Public Law No. 112-96. 

At the direction of ARRL President Kay Craigie, N3KN, and the ARRL Board's Executive Committee, 
the document was drafted by ARRL General Counsel Chris Imlay, W3KD, assisted by ARRL Regulatory 
Information Manager Dan Henderson, NIND, as well as ARRL Chief Technology Officer Brennan Price, 
N4QxX and several ARRL Headquarters staff members. 


Over 1500 e-mails were received at ARRL from amateurs, sharing the 
details of their various deed restrictions. An additional 350-plus e-mails 
were also received detailing actual Emergency Communications 
participation in various events from almost every state in the US as well 
as several US territories. 
"The information provided to the ARRL by its members has provided a 
strong statement of how the various deed restrictions have negatively 
impacted the ability of Amateur Radio licenses to maximize their 
" eeeceneett participation in disaster and emergency support communications," said 
AAS Henderson. "The information provided by the membership not only 
helps us make the best case to the FCC in this docket, but also begins to 
lay a good foundation for considering possible rule changes that would enhance Amateur Radio 
communications beyond this proceeding. I want to thank the hundreds of concerned amateurs who made 
the effort to provide the ARRL with the facts of their personal set of circumstances. What you shared 
with us has helped us make a strong argument to present to the Commission," he added.

It was a picture perfect day for food, fun and HF frequencies. Ten MARC hams had strawberry shortcake, 
ice cream and working the world on HF on their minds as the MARC encampment took shape. 


Marc members buried stakes near the entrance to Sugar Grove elementary school last Saturday while 
erecting tents, antennas and radios to demonstrate Amateur Radio. The event was the 20th annual White 
River Township Fire Department Strawberry Fest. Proceeds from the annual event helps fund extra 
equipment for the department. 


By 10:00am our field operation was up and making contacts. It only took the crew of seven 90-minutes to 
set up three working HF stations and antennas. It is amazing what a Bruce, two Steves, two Bobs, a Jack 
and a little Joe can do after loading up on biscuits, gravy and lots of coffee. 


This simulated Field Day exercise may have set a new club record for establishing a ham radio field 
command post. With the help of some young visitors we made contacts on 40, 20, 15 and 2 meters. The 
rarest DX was the Ukraine and Finland. WB 9ECK in Milwaukee, Wisconsin answered the CQ call and 
talked for over ten minutes with one of the more chatty elementary school aged visitors. 


Those working the frequencies were Steve-K9DY, Bob-KCONJM, Phil-N9JEP, Dave- N9QBO, Joe- 
KC9VKL and Bruce-K9ICP. New to the equipment mix this year was a classic HF rig provided by 
Bruce-K9ICP. His Yaesu FT1000mp Mark V Field radio made some valuable 40 meter contacts. 

Stephen Ellis-KK4BXD provided a nice 12 x 14 foot tent. It served as a gathering place for MARC hams 
making eye to eye QSO’s while avoiding the warm June humidity and temperatures. Jack-W8ISH 
displayed many of the clubs activities in pictures on a large display board placed at the tent entrance. We 
logged more visitors this year including a couple of folks who intend to sign up for the August 11, 2012 
One-Day-Tech class. 


Our thanks to those folks who helped answer questions from the public and worked up a sweat setting up 
and tearing down our Amateur Radio field operation.
